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REGARDING PROPOSITIONS 


By far the most controversial of the 11 propositions on the 
Nov. 7 ballot are Numbers One, Six and Ten. They have 
been the objects of by far the most active campaigns by back- 
ers and opponents. 

Number One would eliminate the personal property tax. 

Number Six would legalize gambling in California, alleg- 
edly for the benefit of old age pensioners. 

Number Ten would require local elections before public 
housing projects could be undertaken. 

The RECORDER urges a ‘’no” vote on each of the measures. 

Quite a bit of misleading information has been given the 
public, particularly in the case of the first two. 

Number One has been offered as a tax saving to the home 
owner who now is taxed on his furniture and other personal 
property. We feel it would be anything but a savings; that 
a tax burden merely would be transferred to another means of 
paying, likely in the form of higher taxes on real property, 
possibly even a higher sales tax. Number One’s passage 
would benefit only out-of-state ownership of large inventories 
in California. 

As to Number Six, the idea is so palpably a put-up scheme 
it hardly merits argument. But it has its dangerous aspects 
because of its ‘fine type’’ gimmicks and no one should fail 
to realize its intent and its dangers. 

Certainly no one who is proud of the ‘‘clean town” that is 
Menlo Park would want to see an influx of organized gambling 
and the element that could come along with it. The Califor- 
nia Taxpayers’ association, which has plenty of research facil- 
ities, pointed out this week that Californians would “‘have to 
gamble an average of one dollar out of every three earned in 
salaries and wages to get enough from gambling to reach the 
quarter billion’ tax revenue promised by the promoters.” 

The association’s statement is based on cold figures—the 
promised revenue and the annual total income of California's 
salary and wage earners. 

Proposition Ten is aimed directly at public housing and 
those who feel it is needed or at least should be available when 
needed without obstacles being put in its path. Public hous- 
ing is an administrative matter for constituted authority, elec- 
tive or appointive officials as the case may be. 

So far as Menlo Park is concerned, the city government 
some time ago determined no public housing is needed here. 
Should such a need develop, the council can exercise consider- 
able control over the type and design of federal public hous- 
ing. 

Not only would requiring local elections on public housing 
be expensive~and complicate matters, but it would throw the 
whole affair into local politics. Public housing is too general 
and vital thing for that.

“4 Meeting

This column is written Sunday 
night, Oct. 22, in Los Angeles, the 
day before the League of California 
Cities 1950 Conference opens. Tne 
directors of the League met all day 
today, discussing problems and 
matters to be brought before the 
convention. 

So far as the pockets of city tax- 
payers are concerned, the most im- 
portant decision was to instruct the 
staff of the league to work on a 
proposed law to place before the 
1951 regular session of the state 
legislature which would prohibit 
county governments from furnish- 
ing urban-type services to unincor- 
porated urban areas without requir- 
ing that such areas pay the cost 
in full. 

Thus the “free ride’ that some 
segments of the state’s population 
is getting at the expense of the 
cities and the rural areas would 
be ended. Our conversations with 
a county supervisors’ association 
committee leads me to believe 
that they will be agreeable to 
such legislation if it is carefully 
drawn to eliminate certain ob- 
jections from their point of view. 
In principle, I believe they agree 
with us. 

Civilian defense came in for a 
discussion, with the board agreed 
that the federal government still 

had not given a clear indication as 
to just what it proposes to do and 
be responsible for, and what the 
states and cities must do and be 
responsible for. A resolution on 
this matter will be presented 

The board did not hesitate to 
take a firm stand urging “no” 
votes on Propositions 1 (exemption 

from taxation of personal property) 
and 6 (gambling), but considered 
it unwise to either endorse or op- 
pose Proposition 10 (public hous- 
ing). This was because the mem- 
bership is overwhelmingly against 
the first two measures, but there is 
a sharp difference of opinion on the 
third. Any position taken, there- 
fore, would not represent the cities 
generally, but merely a majority 
opinion, and therefore should have 
no significance to the voting pub- 
lic, Despite the board's feeling, two 
resolutions, one for and one against 
have been presented to the resolu- 
tions committee, and if brought to 
the floor it will be interesting to 
see how the general assembly acts 
on them. 

The city council has determined 
that there is no place or need for 
public housing in Menlo Park, so 
the fate of Proposition 10, which 
would require a vote of the people 
before any public housing project 
could be established in a city, is 
purely theoretical here. 

However, a principle is involved 
which causes me to oppose it. The 
problem of public housing is an 
administrative one, and the law of 
the state has given -jurisdiction to 
the elected representatives of the 
people of the cities (the city coun- 
cils) in such matters. It is not reas- 
onable to pick out some one isolat- 
ed matter, and arbitrarily make it 
an exception. 

Therefore, although I am against 
the present type of public housing 
aid in general, and against public 
housing in Menlo Park in particu- 
lar, I oppose Proposition 10 because 
it runs counter to the principle cf 
representative government.

Act Widened 


| Official Writes 


Of New Social 
Security Setup 


Editor’s note: The following ar- 
ticle was written by Edwarg J. 
Foley, manager of the social se- 
curity office in San Mateo. It 
| deals with the new social security 
law. 


How much do you know abdut 

our new social security? Of course, 
you know that congress has extend- 
ed federal family insurance to ap- 
proximately ten million more per- 
sons, You know that the president 
has signed the amended act. You 
realize that it is now a law. But do 
you know how it will affect you? 
Are you among the new millions 
who may have social security pro- 
tection beginning in January? 

J say “may” because for all of 
the 9,700,000 for whom social] secur- 
ity is now made possible, coverage 
is not automatic. For some groups 
it will be compulsory; for others it 
will be voluntary. For all of the new 
igroups there will be certain excep- 
tions and qualifications. I shall deal 
twith each group separately in fol- 
lowing articles in this series. Today, 
however, let’s consider the new so- 
cial security law as an entirety. 

In signing the original social 
security Act on Aug. 14, 1935, 
President Roosevelt declared it a 
“cornerstone in a structure which 
is being built but by no means 
comPlete.” This edifice of social 
legislation is still unfinished. 
Construction will be continued, I 
am confident, through the decade 

| ahead. However, the progress 
made since the “cornerstone” 
laying fifteen years ago is impres- 
sive. 

With the enactment of the 
amended law this.summer we can 
begin to see social security in per- 
spective. Its size and solidity, and 
practicability in design are assur- 
ance to all. This is an enduring 
fortress for protection on the home- 
front—a defense against the econ- 
omic enemy, Want, that so often 
ambushes the aging worker and 
invades the survivors’ home. 

Right here, however, is the time 
and place to say that federal old- 
age and survivors insurance under 
social security is not a refuge for 
the thriftless or a haven for the in- 
dolent. Moreover, federal old-age 
and survivors insurance is just what 
it implies. 

It is insurance, not charity. tI 
is a means whereby the worker, in 
his years of productivity, contrib- 
utes thnough his earnings toward 
a measure of protection for him- 
self and his family in his old age, 
and for his family if he should die. 
' ‘The worker’s contributions to 
the social security tax are, in es- 
' sence, his share of imsurance 

premiums. The social security 
card in his billfold symbolizes his 
insurance policy. That policy is 
the social security law itself. 

What does his social security poi- 
icy say? Just. what are his rights as 
a policy holder in federal old-age 
and survivors insurance? - 

In articles to follow, I shall en- 
deavor to answer these and related 
questions about your new social se- 
curity.

Quake Didn't Slow MP Growth 


This is the twenty-seventh of 
a series of articles dealing witth 
Menlo Park area history, 


Though the earthquake of 1906 
was without doubt the “biggest 
news” of the decade from 1900 to 
1910, the era was notable here in 
other ways—Menlo Park was grow- 
ing. 

As rail transportation after the 
turn of the century became cheap- 
er and faster, the desirabillity of 
the area as a “commuter town” be- 
came apparent to both prospective 
residents and real estate men. 

Too, the building and continued 
growth of Stanford university ad- 
ded to the town’s potentialities, for 
although Palo Alto was nearer by 
road to the university, many stu-

Also, the town possessed saloons 
which, like those of Miayfield, were 
made the goal of periodic excur- 
sions by numbers of students.

Meanwhile, the subdividers were 
at work, creating a town in a shape 
many ways similar to that of today. 

The Hoag & Lansdale subdivision,

created in July, 1907 and the Stan- 
ford Park subdivision extending 
from Middle avenue to San Fran- 
cisquito creek and from the high- 
way to University drive was laid 
out in December, 1907. There were 
other subdivisions and additions to 
others already in existence during 
the decade. 

But the opening of the new 
subdivisions didn’t mean that the 
days of the estates of the Com- 
stock barons were gone. 

That the more opulent estates of 
the past continued to thrive and 
grow was evidenced, for example, 
by the construction of a mile-long 
brick wall which still fronts on 
Middlefield road on the James C. 
Flood estate—the property being in
